200~-300 barrels, which previously contained various inks, paints, herbicides or res
are cleaned and repainted at this facility on a daily basis. One of the processes
this facility involves rinsing out opern ended barrels of their removable wastes the.
subjecting these barrels to a high intensity flame to burn out any remainder of the
organic based wastes.

The water used to rinse the insides out of the above mentioned barrels drains into .
irregularly shaped sludge pit (approximately 30 feet at its widest, 40 feet at icts
longest, and 4 feet deep). Sludge is periodically withdrawn from this pit and pilec

. outside and adjacent to the pit. A sludge pile approximately 4 feet high, 35 feet
long and 25 feet wide was observed at the time of this inspection.

A sample of the liquid was withdrawn from the pit at the time of this inspection and
submitted -for analysis (heavy mecals, pH, alkalinity, COD, and TO - see attached
results). A sample of the sludge was submitted by Mr. Smith on 7/17/79 (see acttache:
results). : .

It should be noted that this facility is in the Des Moines River bottom area, but
protected by a levee.
